Mr. Mills 
gave his own private opinions, as 
every man should have the liberty 
of doing, and when his attention 
was called to the fact that his 
letter was being used for 
‘bDlack-mailing the cattle asso- 
ciation be instantly disclaimed 
any idea of representing anyone 
but himself and giving his own 
views.

Nevada, whera large tracts cannot 
be used profitably except as open 
ranges for cattle or sheep. As a 
matter of news, we will inform the 
papers, asthey are apparently igne- 
rant of the fact, that the cattle men 
understand this thoroughly and are 
pot scared in the least by the horn- 
blowing that is kept up. As we 
said before, the proprietor of the 
GAZETTE was on a visit East at the 
time of the whole discussion, and 
Mr. Linn was at perfect liberty to 
‘oppose it editorially if he had 
thought proper todo so, He seems 
to have felt, however, and quite 
properly too, that the whdle thing 
was a tempest in a teapot, and had 
no idea of its being used as a black- 
mail scheme. We may say in con- 
clusion, that the Land Department 
©’ the Central Pacific has been a 
gooi friend to Nevada and has 
done much for the farmers and 
stockmen in the way of rates on 
graiv, bay, etc. Mr. Mills has dove 
more for Nevada during bis term 
as Land Agent, than the mischief- 
making crew who abuse the rail- 
road and stir up strife have done 
barm since the State started.

Justice at Last. 
RicHMOND, Va., January 14. 

Thos. J. Ciuverius was Kanged 
shortly after 1 o’clock this afternoon, 
without making any confession. The 
crime for which he suffered death, was 
or the murder of bis cousin, Miss 
Pannie Lillian Madison on March 14, 
1885. Miss Madison was about 22 
years old,and uptothe time of her 
death, was a teacher in Bath county. 
Some 200 witnesses were examined, 
and the evidence fixed upon the pris- 
oner, the brand of a murderer and 
seducer, and at the conclusion of the 
trial, the jury rendered a verdict of 
murder in the first degree. The exe- 
cution of sentence was stayed for over 
a year by the Supreme Court. When 
he was sentenced again to die, the 
Governor was strenously applied to 
for a pardon or a commutation of sen- 
tence to life imprisonment, but he 
could find no reason for interfering; 
he however, respited the condemned 
man until to-day.

Determined Strikers. 
ScRANTOSN, Pa., January 14. 
The discontent of striing miners, 
y intheemploy of the Hills- 


or “Black- tiara Maca assaulted by the 
strikers, as the former were returning 
from work to the barracks where they 
eatand sleep. The outbreak is so 
threatening that the working miners, 
who were guarded by a meager posse 
of seven mea, feared for their safety, 
importuned the company’s cffi- 
cials for additional protection. Yes- 
terday, in response to the request of 
the working miners, Superintendent 
May of the Hillsdale Coal Co., em- 
ployed Gee. Kell of the Coal & Iron 
Police of this city, to take charge of 
the posse. A warrant was issued for 
the arrest of James Ward the ring- 
leader of the disturbance. When the 
May officers arrived they were met 
by a howling mob of 500, who began 
throwing stones at them. Just then 
the * Black-legs’’ appeared and were 
chased into their barracks. Ward 
was finally arrested, and the mob 
rushed tothe Justice’s office, defying 
the officers totake him there. Their 
weight sagged the floor, and fearing 
the building would fall, they rushed 
out, when the prisoner was hurried in 
by the police. The Justice was in- 
timidated, however, and discharged 
Ward. The mob then attacked the 
barracks and riddled the windows 
with stones. The guard seized their 
rifles, and the “‘ Black-legs rushed for 
their revolvers, determined to hold 
the fort. The assault onthe barracks 
being continued, the order was given 
to fire and 20 balls sped in the direction 
of the mob, and the crowdturned and 
fled. It connot now be ascertained 
whether any of the strikers were shot 
or not. 

Still Squabbling. 

INDIANAPOLIS, January 14, 
The only item of interest in the leg- 
islature to-day was developed in the 
House, where two reports in the 
Meagher contested election case were 
presented. It was determined io de- 
vote three hours to debate, the time to 
be equally divided between the par- 
ties, and that the vote should be 
taken not later than 5 o’clock. 
In the injunction proceedings of 
Smith vs. Robertson, no further dila- 
tory motions were made.

Striking Tobacconists, 

JERSEY CiTry, January 14, 
About 2,000 bands struck work this 
morning at Lorillard’s tobacco factory 
because of a proposed reduction of 
their wages. The remaining em- 
ployes at Lorillard’s tobacco works 
quit work this afternoon. The last to 
go out were the girle who put the rev- 
enue stamps on the manufactured 
goods. The entire force of about 3,500 
employes, are now out, and the large 
factories are now idle. The strikers 
departed quietly, and there was no 
disorder. 


No Evidence of Fraud. 

LITTLE Rock, January 14. 
The Star route case of the Govern- 
ment against J.D.C. edester and others, 
brought before United States Judge 
Caldwell on a suit to recover $170,000 
claimed to have been overpaid on the 
mail route extending from FortWorth 
Texas, to Yuma, Arizona, the jury 
without leaving their seats, returned a 
verdict for the defendant. The Court 
instructed the jury that there was no 
evidence of fraud. 

Failed te Agree. 
WYANDoTT, Kansas, January 14.
